The great changes in finance brought 
about by the Currency Reform Bill 
were put into operation without an 
adverse flutter in the business world. It 
was beneficial legislation, wisely car- 
ried out, and when the time for action 
comes it will be found that President 
Roosevelt is proceeding with as great 
care and with as great consideration 
for the interests of all concerned as 
President McKinley exhibited in cur- 
rency-reform legislation.

TO ATTACK AMBASSADOR. 
REV. J. H. CUSHING OF DENVER 
MAKES A COMPLAINT. 
— 
Says the American Representatives at 
Rome Did not Protect Him When 


Bishop Matz Had Him Thrown into 
Jail—Chief Executive Plays Tennis. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
OYSTER BAY (N. Y.) July 7.—The 
first official caller on the President at 
Sagamore Hill since his arrival here 
was Rev. John H. Cushing, a Catholic 
priest of Denver, who went there today 
to file a complaint against Ambassador 
Meyer at Rome. Rev. Cushing claims 
that he and twenty-eight other priests 
were driven out of the Denver diocese 
by Bishop Matz for no other reason 
than their failure to vote for him for 
the bishophic. He said he was the 
fourth to go. 
Protests were sent to Rome, and 
later the twenty-nine priests, as well 
as Bishop Matz, went there to state 
their case before the Vatican. The fight 
has continued without success ever 
since 1888. In 1901 Bishop Matz is al- 
leged to have had Rev. Cushing ar- 
rested in Rome for forcing himself into 
his presence, and it is said Cushing 
was put in jail by the Italian author 
ties, who openly admitted that it was 
in retaliation for the lynching of Ital- 
lans in New Orleans. He alleges that 
he was treated with great indignity, 
and that Ambassador Meyer and Con- 
sul De Castro were negligent in pro- 
tecting him as an American citizen. 
Rev. Cushing declares further that 
three New York men furnished Matz 
with $30,000 with which to fight the 
priests in their claim to restoration to 
ecclesiastical functions. When Rev. 
Cushing called the President was not 
at home, but the priest left certain pa- 
pers, and will return here Thursday.

VERY ONE knows that the ath- 

lete ng for a decisive test of 

kill and endurance is denied indul- 
gence in stimulants by his trainer. 
is not so generally recognized, how- 
ever, that men and women pursuil 
life's ordinary avocations, desirous 
the highest success that physical and 
mental fitness can give for as long a 
term of years as nature will allow 
them, inevitably lessen their effective- 
ness and shorten their cateers by Vari- 
ous forms of supposed!y harmless nerve 
stimulation no less than by the use of 
narcotics and of alcholic beverages in- 
dulged in to excess. 

In fact, the stimulant epidemic, in its 
present stage of development, has be- 
come the main foe to health and physi- 
cal development, a plague more ruin- 
ous than war and al! the hostile pow- 
ers of nature taken together. 

In the United States alone 500,000 hu- 
man beings succumb every year to 
maladies that can be clearly traced to 
the influence of their passion for 
chemical irritants, miscalled tonics. 
The increase of fashionabe poisons and 
nervous disorders goes hand in hand, 
and the significance of that fact cannot 
be explained away by arguments based 
on the habits of our forefathers, whose 
physical vigor was as undeniable as 
their intemperance. 

The of a Saxon wassall got 
away with an amount of liquor that 


would have a regiment of 
modern topers, but they counteracted 
the effects of their weekly (by no 


means daily) symposium by hard work 
and outdoor sports, and, above all, 
they stuck to a single stimulant. 

By hereditary influences, transmitted 
from generation to generation, the hu- 
man organism can adapt itself to spe- 
clal forms of abnormal habits—to a 
purely animal diet on the hunting 
grounds of our American aboriginies, 
to caustic spices in Southern Europe, 
tea in Central Asia, coffee in Arabia, 
tobacco in the Spanish West, Indies. 

Our hardy ancestors had become 
used to beer. The origin of their beer 
habit dates back to the mythiand of 
the primitive ages, to Asenheim 
where gods and men feasted together, 
and where the divine land owner oper- 
ated a first-class brewery. The North 
Aryans seem to have migrated from the 
Asiatic tablelands to the Ural, thence 
to Scandinavia and the shores of the 
Baltic. but they stuck to beer. 

YIELDING TO NECESSITY. 

A stimulant habit, under all circum- 
stances, is a tax on the vital resources, 
but these single taxers profited by the 
organic faculty of adaptation. Their 
digestive apparatus had accommodated 
itself to the periodical intrusion of that 
one poison, as a housekeeper may com- 
promise matters with one species of zo- 
ological trespassers. The British resi- 
dents of the East Indies, for instance, 
have become tolerably well used to the 
occasional raid of a monkey swarm.

The water board jumped hard upon 
the Chester Place remonstrants yes- 
terday, with all the commissioners 
standing together on top. 

For almost an hour hot words and 
bitter insinuations were flying through 
the air in open meeting. Harry Gray 
was roasted, and it was decided that 
Chester Place has no case against the 
domestic water system. 

Mr. Gray appeared before the board 
to complain of the rate he is paying at 
his residence on Chester Place, and the 
trouble began the minute he had stated 
his case. 

The pretty residential park on Adams 
street has been before the board at 
almost every other meeting, and has 
become a veritabie bugbear to the com- 
missioners. There have been com- 
plaints on several different scores, but 
when the meters were put in on a rush 
order a few days ago the board thought 
ite nightmare was over. Yesterday's 
complaint proved the final straw that 
broke the board's patience. 

Mr. Gray's complaint was that the 
measurements upon which his rate was 
based included cement work and prop- 
erty belonging to the city. He ob- 
jected to paying for watering city 
property, and he said he was sure that 
his water tax was going to be much 
higher under the new order than ever 
before. 

All the while Mr. Gray was talking 
the storm had been gathering force in 
President Silver's breast, and at the 
first chance he broke in: “Mr. Gray, 
you are supplied with water according 
to an established rule of this board, 
which makes no dis¢rimination be- 
tween citizens. You have found fault 
with the work of this board several 
times, and we have tried to explain to 
you in the most courteous manner pos- 
sible the rules and conditions. But the 
interviews have not been pleasant. 
We have tried to pacify you, but you 
have seemed to feel insulted because 
we have not run things exactly to suit 
you. You seem to think that you have 
been singled out, that there has been 
spite work in our dealings with 
you. ere is none of that feeling in 
this board, I am sure, and certainly 
none by me. You complained that the 
measurement was not right, and went 
to the trouble and expense of having 
it medsured a second time, only to find 
that the first measurement was abso- 
lutely correct. Now, I see no reason 
why this board, and the chair in par- 
ticular, should be the objects of con- 
tinual eriticism from a citizen who has 
the interests you seem to have.” 

Mr. Gray sald that he thought that 
his rate would be fully $8 a month, and 
the superintendent was called upon for 
expert opinion on the subject. Mr. 
Mulholland said that the meter had 
been in but eight days, and while it 
would be impossible to tell with defi- 
niteness in that time, the Gray man- 
sion would pay for only what is used, 
the same as every one else. The superin- 
tendent said that in the eight days the 
Gray meter had been measured three 
times, he having made two of the meas- 
urements himeelf. He added that 
there is little doubt that averaging in 
the lower consumption in winter, Mr. 
Gray would not have to pay more than 
$5 or $5.50 a month, which would be 
lower than the old tariff. 

By way of rubbing it in, several 
members suggested that perhaps the 
Chester Place residents had better 
“wait and see whether they are hurt 
before kicking.” Mr. Elliott followed 
up with rather sarcastic reproof for 
the complainant. 

“Can't you walt more than eight 
days to see how this thing is going 
to work,” he sald, before complaining 
that you are wronged? This commis- 
sion is up against a hard proposition. 
I think the citigens at large do not 
believe, we are here for personal bene- 
fit. we are trying to make a scanty 
supply of water go around. It is @ 
plain business proposition that we 
must now conserve the water we have. 
If we do not, some people will not 
have any, and some day a fire will 
break out and instead of a scant water 
supply, with which to put it out, the 
fire department will find none at all.

O BELONG to the newest wom- 
12 club in Los Angeles you must 
de a k. a second girl, a general 
housework maid, a waitress, a cham- 
bermaid, a children's nurse, or a fac- 
tory girl. If you are not, you cannot 
get into the Working Girls’ Club. 
The club holds regular meetings ev- 
ery week, has a banquet once 4 
month, has a place for summer vaca- 
tions in the country and is a fiourish- 
ing affair generally.

club in Buffalo.
